EUllOPE. 

f,ONDON,Juuo 14. — Forstor denied in 
tliH comiiioii.s lust uirrht lia'-'ing ox- 
picssod regret tlint troops and police 
liad not fired on the people during the 
New PuUa.-j riots, and produced his in- 
structions, showincf tlial lie liad orderftd 
avoidauco of e.Ktrenio mcasurea excojit 
when neces.sarv to imforco the law. 

Dublin, Juno 11.- -A ca.so of aims 
consigued to a fahopkoeijer ha.s been 
discovered' f^t West]>ort, county Alayo, 
at'-a railway .station.

"LoNDOK, J une 1 3. — The house went 
into coirmittee 'on tho land bill to- 
night. 

Paniell said that Gladstone had at- 
tt'iiipled a giirantic ta.sk. lie did not 
ilcsiri' to obstruct it, although lie did 
not believe it wouUl be successful. 

Liverpool, Juno 15. — The jail au- 
thorities deny tho alarming. reports re- 
lative to the attempted rescue of the 
prisoners McKavitt and McGrath Sun- 
(lay morning. The atteiupt to destroy 
the town hall at Liverpool revives the 
fenian scare and various reports are 
circulating, one that a large quantity 
of cartridges have been found in the 
caual at Bolton. 

The government has undertaken the 
prosecution of McKevitt and AlcGrath 
for attempting to blow up i,ho Liverpool 
town hall. Important disclosures are 
exjipcted from l.oih prisoner.s. 

Na\iil atuliiirities are satisfied that 
O'Donoviiii liossa's statements are not 
true, tliat exploaivea were placed in the 
hold of the British sloop of-war Doterel, 
•which blew up in the straits of Magel- 
lan. 

Paris, Juno 1-1. — The aggregate 
number of votes cu.st at a meeting of 
four groups of the left parly in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday show 
seventy members voted for advancing 
the date of dissolution and '250 against 
it. Decision of all groups of the left in 
the chamber against advancing the date 
of dissolution ia a greater rebuff to 
Gambetta than even the senate reject- 
ing Bcrutin de liste. 

Parib, June 14. — It is slated that 
President Grcvy proposes to address a 
manifesto to tlie chamber of deputies 
and cnligliien tlie country as regards 
its true situation and rights and 
duties, thereby completing and sotting 
forth the work acliieved by the depart- 
ing chanabcr. President Grevy is ex- 
pected to visit the eastern and western 
departments after the chambers rise. 

London, Juno 15. — It is reported 
that the Kussian socialist who e.-'caped 
from Siberia has succeeeled in reaching 
Switzerland. There is only one other 
instance of apolitical prisoner escaping 
frdm Siberia. 

A book with tho names and addresses 
of several fenian accomplices was found 
on Roberts, alias McGrath. 

RoJIE, June 1!. — Tiiirty two now 
members of the Italian senate have 
been appointed. Preniiw Depretes 
stated that the government will not ex- 
tend the franchise below the class of 
persons who have received a sound 
standard elementary education. 

St. Peteksiiuhg, June 14. — Tho 
6'oZos states that such a number of pea 
.sants arc emigrating from Tonisk tu 
Siberia because of their poverty that 
the ferry over the Volga is scarcely 
able to transport them. 

EASTERN STATl'S. 

St. Louts, June 14. — A terrific cy- 
clone in northwest ^Missouri on Sundav 
evening destroyed a large amount of 
property, and a considerable number of 
lives were lost, and a great number of 
persons injured. 

Later in the evening another rycl"ne 
passed nonli of Savaiinali and through 
the county northeast. Eroni informa- 
tion received it appears that the cloud 
formed in a field near Lovely chapel 
about eight miles northwest of Savan- 
nah and moved southeast, tearing up 
timber trees and knocking do>vn fences 
until it struck the large brick Luusc of 
Nathan 0. Kellogg, situated aliout six 
miles north of the town, which ittore to 
pieces. ^Ir. Kellogg and family were 
absent from home at the time. Two 
houses belonging to Mr. Kellogg in a 
field near the bouse were found in a 
field a quarter of a mile away, supposed 
to have been carried there by the cy- 
clone. 

CuKYENNi:, Wy., June 11. — The fa- 
inious miscegenation case, wherein a C'hi- 
ttiatusn and a white woman were in- 
dicted for intermarriage, the ceremony 
having been performed in Colorado, 
was decided.-,to-day by Chief Justice 
Serier. , Tlio court held that the mar- 
. ria^e beinj; legal in Colorado was legal

W.vsuiNGTON, .luno 14. — It is esti- 
mated that Poatmastcr-General James 
will save at least one million and a half 
dollars iluring tho first fiscal year by 
star route .savings. He has saved over 
$300,000 in postal cards and envelope 
contracts. 

Tho confidence of the president in 
lilaine and his frlond.ship for him as an 
individual and loyalty to him as a [>nb- 
lic official, liave been increased if possi 
bic since the fourth of March. 

It is learned that tho Whittaker ver- 
dict will be guilty with a recommenda- 
tion for dismissal. 

ToPEKA, Ks., June M. — .Stories of 
hair-breadth escapes continuo to come 
from thestniMii district and now reports 
of damage to crops, hou.ses and stock 
nro reported. Some people were stri]) 
ped of clolliing and entirely ruined in 
property. Several peoplo were injured 
near Olivet and one died. Mr. I\os- 
oseana and Mrs. John Harper, living 
near Melvern are known to have been 
killed and many neighbors badly hurt. 
The list of totally destroyed buildings 
is very long, their fragments being 
found miles from the site. 

WasiiinuTOS', June 14. — The treu.s-- 
.rv investijatioii conimittre to day sub- 
mitted a jjreli'.ninary report to Secre- 
tary Wiiidom of evidence found against 
the custodian's department. The com- 
mittee report that -.hey find a regular- 
ly oi'ganized ring whiali has been in ex- 
istence for several years and has been 
misappropriating money and defraud- 
ing the govcfiHiient. Officials and em- 
ployes, who were connected with the 
ring, will be dismissed at once, and a 
more complete and thorough investiga- 
tion will be ordered.

CALIFORNIA. 
Sax Francisco, June 14. — Lauren 

E. Crane, the expert appointed by the 

government to investigate the alleged 
frauds in the construction of the sea- 
wall, has tiled his report. Ho hnds that 
the harbor comniis.sioners are guiltless 
of any fraud or collusion, but that in 
the delivery of material for the em- 
bankment there is reason to believe 
that an excess amounting in value to 
about $76,000 has been charged for by 
and paid to tho contractors and inti- 
mates that the job might have been 
efTected by the collusion of supervisors 
of construction and tally clerks several 
of whom were discharged last March 
for discrepancies in their accounts. 

— Crop re- 
jiorts show that the late rains and cool 
weather ha\o benefitted cereals. In 
northern counlrie.i the yield will be 
nearly average.

The 
W(^bteru Slope ran almost exclusively 
ns a river steamboat last sca.son, and 
although her steam generating capacity 
was not nearly so good as it is at pre- 
Boiii, the Herald was ciuilc content to 
see her climb the swiftest ritUes, and 
never once troubled his bead about the 
number of pounds of steam to the 
square inch that she carried. For 20 
years past, it is boldly asserted, steam- 
ers ascending Fraser "river have carried i 
more than the statutory amount of 
steam and the Herald has never 
" squealed " on the owners. All was 
serene so long aathe boats made West- 
minster their headquarters. They 
might carry l-tO pounds and nothing 
was said ; but the moment a line is 
established to conduct the frei!,'hting 
business of the i)rovince upon a sensible 
basis, no pig under a garden gate could 
squeal as loudly as the Herald at the 
frightful outrage, tho danger to life and 
limb, the violation of the law, the — 
the— awful risk ; an admiration point 
being placed after each adjective to do 
the "horror" business all the more 
effectively. Admitting that all ho has 
said be I rue, what right, wo would ask, 
has the Herald to anticipate a verdict 
and prejudice the case against tho 
owners of the Slope ? What right has 
ho to state as facts matters that have 
yet to be proven under oath 1 We are 
charged with wasting so much sympa- 
thy on dumb animals that we have 
rone to bestow upon human beings. 
Our contemporary forgets that icc saw 
the pigs cruelly treated; but Chat roe have 
never°seen the Slope carrying more 
Bteam than the law allow.s. When the 
one becomes as patfMit to us as the 
other, '.v-^' shall not hesitate to speak ; 
and we must be excused if we decline 
to accept the prejudiced evidence of the 
Herald in support of the charge it so 
flippantly brings (and proves to its own 
satisfaction) au'ainst men who art! at 
least entitled to that f.dr play which is 
accorded the meanest criminal before 
a British court. 

INSURANCE IN CANADA. 

The report of the Superintendent of 
Insurance iu Canada for the year end- 
ing December 3lHt, 1880, just printed, 
shows that there are at present sixty- 
five companies under the supervision of 
the Superintendeni's otKce, including 
several'wbich are in progress of liqui- 
dation, the nature of tho busine.ss trans 
acted bv them being as follows : Cum- 
panies doing life in.-iurauce, 36; tire in- 
surance, 28; inland marine insurance, 
9 ; ocean marine insurance, 6; accident 
insurance, 5; guarantee insurance, 3 ; 
plate glass insurance, 1; steam boiler 
insurance, 4. The deposits for the pro- 
tection of policy holders held by tho 
Hon. liie Receiver General in trust for 
those compaiiiea at 1st April amounted 
to $6,009,767.04, The report states 
that the past year has b«!en by far the 
most prosperous of any yet recorded 
ior 6re iriaurahce. For the first time 
during the twelve years over which the 
statements extend the lo.-^sos have fal- 
len below 50 per cent, of tho premi- 
ums, and while tho volume of business 
has steadily increased and the rate of 
premium been somewhat enhanced, the 
Ipanes, both relatively and absolutely, 
iiave been gradually diminished. The 
premiums received by all companies for 
fire insurance in Canada amounted to 
33,479,577, and the los.ses to §1,524,- 
83'j. Tho total net amount insured by 
polices in force in Canada at the end of 
1880 was $411,563,271, which is great- 
er by 205,286 than the correspond- 
.4j,^ amount for the year 1879. For 



Pauis, llfE JouFi'uuv, April 2G. 

The month of March was exceeding- 
ly fine and very warm, hut April has 
brought its cold rain, and cold, strong 
winds which are very disagreeable. 

As I have been a -resident of Paris 
now for three years 1 consider the cli- 
mate to bo much like that of Victoria, 
which is in about the same latitude, ex 
cept that in Paris there is more coUl, 
frosty weather in winter and more 
rain and much warmer wt;ather in sum- 
mer, 

A few days ago we took the 8:40 
a ni. train and at 11 a.m. alighted at 
the ancient town of Coinp6igne, depart 
ment of Oise, about sixty miles N. E. of 
Piiris. Tilt- town contains over twelve 
thousand inhabitants and has an inter- 
esting history. It was strongly forti- 
1 tied, and it was at the siege of this ])htcf 
iu 1430 that Joan of Arc was taken 
prisoner by the English. It is noted 
for having been a great hunting seat of 
the rovalty nu account of its close prox- 
imity to the beautiful and rennwued 
forest of thirty-seven tliou.sand acres. 
We visited the palace and had an intel- 
ligent and pood natured guide' who ex- 
plained everything in deiad. The in- 
terior of the' building is more magniK- 
cent and more beautifully arranged 
than an>' palace I have seen in France 
or elsewhere. The tapestry presented 
by Napoleon to his wife is most gor- 
geou.s. The sovereigns used to hunt in 
the forest near by and during the hunt- 
ing aeason this was tho abode of jbe 
court. It was built under Louis XV, 
and renovated by Napoleon, and is sur- 
rounded by extensive gavden.s, adjoin- 
ing which is the great forest. There is 
an English church and quite an Eng- 
lish community at Compeignp, also at 
Chantilly (half way to Paris). -Most of 
the English are tourists, artists and i)cr- 
Bons connected with horseraeing. 

The Mackay family from Nevada 
hired a castle in the neighborhooil of 
Comptigne last Suinn;pr lor three 
months, for 'which tlicy paid three 
thousand dollars rent. .\l this castle 
thev had expensive entertainments. 
Thev gave a great soiree lately in Paris 
which is said to hav« cost two hundred 
thousand dollars. In one of the dances 
presents were made, such as diamond 
' alue of 



rings, scarf pins ic. , to tl 
twenty-live thousa-id dollars. V. ould 
it not bo more commendabh' for Mr. 
Mackay to go to Ireland, his native 
country, where by judicious manage- 
ment, with his vast wealth, ho could 
ameliorate the condition of thousands 
of worthy families, now in poverty, by 
buving largo estates and seltdng them 
as small freeholders and iithi.rwise. i 

Most people ahroail imagine that liv- 
ing in France i.s inexpensive, and more 
particularly in the country ])arts, but 
thisis soon disposed by a resilience here. 
Rents are high in all the large tuuns, 
more especially in Paris, bni lower in 
small towns and villages. 

The living is dearer in the villages 
than in tlie towns, ami dearer in the 
country generally than in Paris, as the 
best of everything i.i forwarded to the 
capital where it is bought up at any 
price by the rich residents here, amongst 
whom are a great many foreigner.s.

Bismarck — That depends upon what 
sort of life one lives at Paris, and what 
|ileasures one .seeks. [Great laughter.] 
For niv part, I declare that I can live 
cheajier there than here, even iu fur- 
nished rooms. And I call to witness 
everv workman who has lived in Paris 
if I am right in saying that ho can live 
there both better and cheaper than he 
can live in Berlin. In truth, there are 
too manv progressives in tho govern- 
nienl of Berlin. When I read the 
names of certain members I seem to feel 
a progressive wind blow over me. 
A Deputy — That is insolence ' 
Bismarck — Insolence is an insolent 
expression, [Tumult of applause, hiss- 
es, and cries of order,] 

The President — Was the word inso- 
lence i)ronounced ? I did not hear per- 
fectly. 

Many Voices — Yes ! yes 1 
Bismarck— Yes, (pointing with his 
finger,) in that part of the Chamber 
Mver there, a member who has no shame 
used the word. 

The President — I ref;ret not to have 
le-ard it. I should have interposed 
with the utmost severity. 

Bismarck-I hope that the gentleman 
will give his name. 

Herr Strove— It was I who \n-o- 
iioiincc-d the word in question. 

The President— Tho Deputy Struvc 
acknowledges that he spoke the words, 
"That is insolence." 1 call him to or- 
der. I Applausi! froDi the Conserva- 
tives.] 

H'.-rr Struve— I a.nk the President, 

who has called mo to order for pro 
nouncing the word insolence, what 
course ho intends to adopt with regard 
to the Chancellor, who said that the 
word was uttered by one who had no 
shame. [Applause from tho Radicals.] 
Bismarck— In my own justification, 
I will -say that I spoke that word before 
Deputy Struve had had the goodness 
to "name himself. Now that he has 
done .so, 1 withdraw the expresion, and 
I add that the Deputy, at tho nresent 
moment, doe.s certainly know what 
shame is. [Hoars of laughter from all 
aides.] 

It is, perhaps, to be lamented that a 
wii.tv turn of this kind, which e.xcites 
L'eneral laughter, has so much effect 
ujjon a parliamentary l)ody. The effect 
niav be but nionicntarv, hut it often 
serves to give the offending ]>an.v a 
bemblanco of triumph — as in tliis in- 
stance. — Youth's Companion.

A Disgraceful .Conspiracy to 
Stop the Through Boat. 

tHE GHAItGE DISMISSED !

Infornuitioii waa 
Inid against Will, iloorc, iiuistor of tho 
ste'ariier Western Slope, to tho ofi'ect that 
ho did on 12lh May allow tho pressure lo 
'.vhich the boiler of the Slope is subjected 
til oxcoed thnt liniitod by tliu certificate 
iif tho inspector while on a trip to Yale. 

.Mr. Theodore Davie u|ipeared for Capt. 
.Mooro, and Mr. (Jarbuuld for tho prose- 
cutor. 

Ficd. A, Leigh, tho prosecutor, said ho 
vvuB acting second engineer on 12th May; 
wheri'near the Mission tho steamor car- 
ried from 110 to 115 pounds; this con- 
tinued from Hope to Yale; received or- 
ders from Moore to carry 110 pounds; 
Slope cannot go to Yale at high water 
with 100 pounds; tho steam guago in tho 
cabin was tampered v.'itli and registered 
25 pounds less than tho guage on the 
boiler. 

Cross-examined — Had a steady ongago- 
ment; told Mooro 1 would stop until I 
got soD)ething else to do; told Mooro ho 
was a hard man and disagreeable to get 
along with ; h:ui no quarrel; told him I 
thouglii I I'iMild not agree with him; re- 
iiorted llie excess or steam because I would 
not break tho law; had no other reason; 
had been running at tho Bamo pressure 
for about 35 days, but did nut then com- 
plain; used to be ongineer of tho Gem; 
declined to aay vhetiier she carried an ox- 
cess of steam as the answer might crimi- 
nate hiin; refused to answer who prompt- 
ed this prcsecution; di.i not know who 
jiaid for the prosecution ; witness did not ; 
had been told the case was carried on by 
subscription. 

Capt. Irving sworn — Was at Hope on 
12th May; went to Yalo on tho Slope; 
did not pay particular attention to tho 
steam guage; noticed once that the indi- 
cator marked -110 pounds; Mooro told wit- 
nees that ho did not think there waa a 
boat in tho country that could make Yale 
at high water with 100 pounds. 

Cross-e.xamined — Did not trouble him- 
self about the stoani guago of his own 
boats; gave orders to the engineer to car- 
ry only 100 ijounds; it was not tho busi- 
ness of witncr.s fo look at tho steam guage; 
supposes the engineer carries no more; 
can t swear; heard that tlin (Ilenora car- 
ried more; can't swear that it is so; 
never pay much attention to his steam 
guages; witness was a party to the attempt 
to prevent tlio Slnpe cro.ssing tho gtdf; 
tho attempt failed; gave ?10 towards this 
prosecution; did not know who el.so sub- 
scribed; the object of witness in subscrib- 
ing' waa not to secure the safety of tho 
public, but to stop an opposition boat 
running; see no danger in steamers car- 
rying a little over 100 p.uinds (it steam, in 
fact some must do it to get up the rivor. 

Geo. Odin, HWorn — Last suinnier the 
.Slope carried from l.'if) to 110 pounds of 
steam; know she could not go to Y'alo 
with 100 pounds. 

Cross-e.xamined — ^Capt. Irving then had 
charge of the .Slope; no complaint was 
maile; didn't know tho reason of com- 
plaint beint^ made now. 

James Allen, sworn — W.as tireinan on 
the Slope on 12th May ; she carried 125 
pounds of stoam, and when at Hell's Gate 
and at the Sisters, Mooro told him to keep 
her up. 

Cross-examined-- Was discharged from 
tho Slope by Jlooro; informed on him be- 
cause ho waa a disagree.-iljlc man; had 
trouble with him because of his tongue-' 
lashing; wanted to go on the Slope to 
Yale on tlio 9th Juno, but young Moore 
put him off the boat; wanted to go on the 
Slope to be able to give additional infor- 
mation about her steam pressure. Kben- 
ezor Brown gave him money to pay the 
fare; expects to be paid for his time wait- 
ing for this suit by the loser. 

Mr. Davie then denounced the prose- 
cution as a gross conspiracy to stop the 
running of the Slope, and took the follow- 
ing legal objections: First, the [irosocutor 
is not tho Insiitct' r iior a party aggriev- 
ed, as recjiiired by llio Act ; (iocond, con- 
sistently w itli the iiifiirmation alleged the 
offence miglit have hajipened out of tho 
Justices' juristliction; third, no evidence 
had been tidduccj to show the pre.ssiu-o of 
steam tlic Slope was licensed to carry. 

Tho court after deliberating haif-aii- 
hour dismissed tho gummons on the 
second objection. 

A similar charge against the engineer 
is to be hoard to-morrow morning.

"TEE SOTSBBL SXSASTEK 

^ SteomsUp Arrl7ea at Portland, Ore- 
gon, "TriVh Further Fartioulars. 

The steamship Willamette, v>hich ar- 
rived at Portland, Oregon, on the 14th 
inst. , brings further intelligence of tho 
blowing up of the Doterel. Wo copy from 
the 0)f;,;,:i'ii(i; The Doterel put in at 
.Sandy Point to coal on the day of tho 
disaster. She came to anchor about 400 
foot from tho shore, so that tho coal hulk 
Could eonvoniontly <hop alongside. Tho 
e\ph/.-,ii,ii occurred l oout -1 o'clock on tho 
afternoon of tho 27th, just us the coal 
hulk was preparing to come alongside. 
The precise cause of tho disaster will 
never be known. There are two theories 
advanced, one is that a ipiantily of dyna- 
mite which wius on board had exploded, 
and another that the boilers had blown 
up. Those i.f the crow who escaped 
could not give any definite infonnation 
as to how the lUsastor i>ccurrod. It i.s 
said that some of the crew were experi- 
menting with ilynaniite cartriilgos, and 
tho explosion probably occurred in that 
way. Tho coiuuiauder ni tlie Dcjterel w.as 
on board at the tiiio- lie was in his 
room, aft, and was preparing to tako a 
bath. He had removed hisclofUi. - and 
was in tho act of entering the bath. ii. .e 
wero two explosions — one following tho 
other in tpiick succession. At tlio first 
explosion the commander leaped out 
through a small window and thus escaped 
with his life. ,Snb3e(|uontly ho was pickeu 
up by one of tho boats froui tho coal hulk, 
naked and badly stunned by tho concus- 
sion. Eleven other persons belonging to 
tho Doterel wore also picked up by boats. 
One hundred and thirty-two persons wore 
on board at tho time of tlie disaster, 120 
of whom perished— either blown to pieces 
by the explosion or drowned. 

The explosion took place in tho forward 
part of tho corvette. Fully one-third of 
the steamer was shattered to fragments. 
Sho sunk immediately after tho explosion. 
The water was 9 fathoms deep at tho 
point, and nothing whatever was saved 
from tho wreck. Tho boilers wore in the 
forward part of the vessel, and as tho ex- 
plosion took place in that portion, aomo 
wcro of the opinion that they had blown 
up. All who were picked up could not 
toll how it happened. They hoard the 
loud detonation, felt tho violent shock, 
and wero thrown in every direction into 
tho water. It w;ts night when tho WiUa- 
raatto reached Sandy Point, and the pilot, 
not knowing of the wreck, was heading 
directly for the place where the Doterol 
had taken her final plunge. Tho upper 
portion of tho masts were above watur 
and had not tho warning been timely 
given, tho collier would havo boon con- 
siderably damaged. Sho took a short 
turn and just cleared the wreck. 



The Crash at Fort To'vnsond. 



The schooner Ariel, whose listing caus- 
ed tho destruction of Waterman & Katz's 
warehouse at Port Townsend on Tuesday, 
has boon libelled for the damiiges, laid at 
SSOOO. The tide being low at tho time of 
the fall, the citizens turiied to and remov- 
ed the goods to a place of safety before 
high water. Tho schooner Jeunio, owned 
by Capt. Dalgardno, was anchored near 
the wharf and was caught in thn ruins, 
and damaged, but to what extent is not 
yot known. Capt. Dalgardno was consi- 
derably chafed by falling timbers, and his 
son James was thrown completely out of 
his berth, but managed to scramble out. 
.4 yountrer son, aged about nine years, 
jumped into tho water and waa rescued by 
his sister. It was most providential that 
so few were around at the time, or oven 
more serious results might have followed. 
Some small fishing boats wero also buried 
under tho timbers and will probably be 
rendered useless. 



Tho Vordiot in tho London Slaastor 
Oaso. 

LoNDO.v, Juno 14.— The jury find tho 
steamer Victoria capsized from water in 
tho hold which probably leaked in through 
a hole made by astono or snag. The boil- 
er was not securely fastened, and tho 
staunchions supporting the uoper decks 
were sloiider and weak. Tha ongineer 
was grossly negligent in not tolling the 
captain of tho dangerous condition of tho 
boat. The captain was blamed fur being 
wheelsman and cnptain, and having too 
little time for both positions, and blamed 
for not properly examining tho boat before 
leaving .Springbaiik. The manager failed 
in his duty in employing enough hands 
for tho boat, and the government inspoc 
tors wore to blame for passing a boat 
which is so unfit to carry a largo load of 
passengers. The jury urge tlio govern- 
niont to be more stringont. 

Kxcuii.sioN. — Tiio steamer Wilson (i. 
Hunt will loavo this morning at 7 o'clock 
on an excursion trip to Comox. Guests 
will have the afternoon and evening at 
Xanaimo, st.arting at a. m. to-murrow 
for Comox, whdro tho boat will arrive 
about noon. Twelve or fourteen Imurs 
can be spent in that pretty and flourishiiii; 
settlement, after which the boat will re- 
turn to Victoria calling at the way ports 
en rott^g and arriving hero in tho aftnr- 
noon of Sunday. Tho oxcuraion promises 
to bo as successful as it is sertain to bo 
agreeable. All the berths on board were 
taken early yesterday.

At an early hour yesterday morning tho 
Oregon Improvement Company's largo 
new collier, the Willamette, which was 

built at Chester, Penn.sylvaiiia, only a few 
months ago, Mu iveil safely at this port, 
after her long \oyage around Capo Horn. 
Tho first intimation tho public had that 
tho Willamette was in the rivor at all was 
when sho gracefully rounded the head of 
Swan island and came alongside tho lower 
end of Ainsworth dock. Sho brings 3317 
tons of railroad iron. Tho Willanietto was 
built expressly for c.'alaiid general freight- 
ing business between Puget .Sound ports, 
San Francisco and Portland. In addition, 
sho has accommodation for 50 passengers. 
Her dimensions aro ; Length, 345 feet; 
beam 37 feet ; hold 22^ feet. Sho ia 
schooner rigged, and is steered by steam. 
Steam is also employed in letting go and 
hoi.sting the anchors. .She can bo ballast- 
ed very quickly by water, having a c;ipa- 
city for 900 tons water ballast. When 
loaded tho Willamette draws about 18 
foot. Her roL'istored capacity i.i 22(53 02- 
100. Her cargo consists of rails, fish bars, 
spikes, car-wheels, locomotive boilers, 
car- platforms, otc. 

The machinery is driven by a high and 
low prossuio engine of 54 inches stroke 
and 40 inches diameter. Under ordinary 
circumstances tho averago speed of tho 
vessel is 12 knots per hour, tho propeller 
making about C6 revolutions to the min- 
ute. There are six water-tight bulkheads. 

The work of discharging cargo will com- 
mence in a few days. 'llie material will 
be transferred to barges, brought along- 
side, and forwarded lo tho points whore 
it will bo used. During the dav this new 
and vei7 staunch steamer was visited by 
hundreds of persons, whose comments 
wore, without exception, very complimen- 
tary.
